Most of the world's large cities 
had parades or, demonstrations yes- 
terday, but May Day violence ap- 
pereaty was at a lower ebb than it 

as ever been since the World War. 

After most of the holiday's en- 
thusiasm had died down, only three 
deaths had been ascribed to clashes 
hetween extremists and police, al- 
though scores were injured during 
skirmishes, most of which occurred 
in European cities. 

One demonstrator was killed near 
Madrid, Spain, and two in the Sos- 
nowiec, Poland, coal strike area. 

Moscow led the world-wide dem- 
onstrations with a parade of about 
two million persons past the tomb 
of Nikolai Lenin, the idol of com- 
munists the world over. 

Spain's assault guards had a very 
tough day of it with clashes in five 
cities; and an aftermath of hun- 
dreds of arrests and many bashed 
heads. 

Paris, London, Berlin and other 
cities in Europe were not without 
their lists of minor casualties and 
arrests.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—(4)— 
The free-for-all contest for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination swings 
this week to California, where on 
Tuesday VFranklin D. Roosevelt, Al- 
fred E. Smith and Speaker Garner 
will clash for 44 delegates and the 
tremendous prestige that will go with 
victory. 

Another 44 batch of delegates, a 
majority of which are almost certain 
to line up behind the dominant can- 
didacy of Governor Roosevelt, will be 
Named during the week in Alabama, 
South Dakota and Rhode Island, 

On the republican side, with 153 
delegates to be named in the first 
week of May’s big presidential calen- 
dar, President Hoover stands to win 
another big block to add:to his 701 
claimed and pledged convention votes, 


60 of which were instructed for him | 


in conventions yesterday in Minnesota, 
Arizona, Nevada, Mississippi and 
Tennessee. 

Hoover Faces Test. 

The president, however, faces his 
first clear-cut contest in a _ pre-con- 
vention primary tomorrow in Mary- 
land. He and Joseph I. France, for- 
mer Maryland senator, who disputes 
Mr. Hoover’s right to a batch of dele- 
gates in Illinois, North Dakota, Ne- 
braska and Pennsylvania, will fight 
it out for Maryland’s preference vote. 

The Maryland primary will select 
delegates only to state conventions to 
be held later. The state meetings 
will name 19 republican and 16 dem- 
ocratic national delegates. Governor 
Albert C. Ritchie has been promised 
the democratic delegates. 

With the president unopposed for 
his state’s 47 delegates in Tuesday's 
voting, the three-way (democratic con- 
test on the Pacific coast will be 
watched with three possibilities in 
view:

French Election Shows. 


Trend Toward Radicals 


Party Leaders 


Tardieu’s Government in Balance as Sup- 
porters of Left Claim Strategical Position; 


Are Renamed. 


PARIS, 
French voters swung toward the left 
yesterday in selecting a new cham- 
ber of deputies and the fate of Pre- 
mier Andre Tardieu’s government was 
in the balance. e 

Incomplete returns showed 217 of 
the 615 seats filled, throwing 283 
seats into the run-off election next 
Sunday, which grew more vitally im- 
portant in determining the govern- 
ment’s ultimate fate. Returns from 
only 500 seats were available early 
today. 

The radical socialists, one of the 
strongest opposition parties, made a 
net gain of four seats, while Pre- 
mier Tardieu’s left republicans lost 
the most—eight seats—while only 
gaining one from the others. 

Supporters of the left claimed a 
strategieal position on the second bal- 
lot. The newspaper Le Matin. said 
the slide toward the left was fairly 
pronounced as the returns increased. 

The standing of the parties» was : 

Conservative right, 2. 

Republicans, 64. 

Left republicans, 25. 

Independent republican radicals, 20. 

Radicals and radical socialists, 55. 

Republican socialists, 12. 

Socialists, 39 

Communists, none. 

Thé républicans of the left, Pre- 
_mier Tardieu’s party, showed the 
largest loss. They lost eight seats 
and gained one, while the radical so- 
cialists gained four. 

Premier Andre Tardieu, who must 
look to the new chamber for support 
of his government in momentous ne- 
gotiations on reparations, war debts 
and disarmament this summer, was 
re-elected, along with all the leading 
party figures. | 

Although it was May Day, there 
were only scattered minor disturb- 
ances and few were hurt. 

Although the results were incom- 
plete, there was much talk that a con- 
eentration of the government in the 
center ‘parties with radical support 
was likely. 

All the dominant party figures 
Were re-elected. Among them are lead- 
ers of the two strongest opposition 
yarties, Edouard Herriot, of the rad- 
ical socialists, and Leon Blum, of 
the socialists.

Run-off elections will be held next 
Sunday, May 8, in constituencies 
which failed to give the leading can- 
didate a clear majority on the first 
ballot.

The vote today was unusually 
heavy. Newspapers forecast a total 
vote of 9,000,000. ballots, or about 
82 per cent of the qualified electo- 
rate, as compared with the 70 per 
cent to 75 per cent vote ordinarily 
cast in past elections. 

Despite the fact that today was 
May Day, traditional holiday of the 
workers in Europe, when radical 
preope seek to make a display of la- 
ors solidarity with occasional dis- 
orders, there were only minor dis- 
turbances in isolated spots.

Rain washed out most of the com- 
munist May Day demonstrations. A 
few electoral agents were slightly 
wounded in clashes at Garenne and 
Colombes.

MORE TAXES SEEN 
AS HOUSE WRECKS 


ECONOMY MOVES 


Larger Assembly’s Rough 


Handling of Omnibus 
Bill Expected To Neces- 
sitate More Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—(/)— 
With the $200,000,000 economy leg- 
islation all but wrecked in the tur- 
bulent house, senate chieftains today 
turned disappointedly toward the pos- 
sibility of being forced to find more 
revenue through additions to the bil- 
lion-dollar tax bill. 

Unitedly, however, leaders from 
both ends of. the capitol promised 
prompt disposition of the vital but 
unpopular a legisla- 
tion. Speed is essential if the goal 
of adjournment by June 10—allow- 
ing but 34 more working days and 
nights—is to be attained. 


The revenue-raising bill will reach | 


the senate some fime this week from 
the rapid-working finance committee, 
but some little delay may entail as a 
result of the probable necessity for 
seeking out revenue to replace that 
thrown out of the economy Dill. 

Still fighting for the remaining pro- 
visions of the ruined retrenchment 
measure, house leaders will resume 
debate on it Tuesday. They will try 
also to retrieve some of the $117,000.- 
000 in economies stricken out by call- 
ing later for roll call votes on the 
eliminated provisions. : 

Favor Prompt Action. 


Senator Watson, of Indiana, the 
republican leader, and Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, the minority pilot, 
both declared today for prompt ac- 
tion on. the tax measure once _ it 
reaches the senate.

HONOLULU, May 1.—4)}—Rob- 
ert Bell, of New York, gave assurance 
today that Mrs. Thalia Massie, his 
niece and the wife of the convicted 
“honor” slayer of Joseph Kahahawai, 
will testify at the retrial of four 
Hawaiians charged with assaulting 
her last September 12. 

Bell is the brother of Mrs. Granville 
Fortescue, who with her son-in-law, 
Lieutenant Thomas H. Massie, U. S. 
N., and two naval enlisted men, was 
convicted Friday of killing Kahahawai 


in revenge for the attack. 

It had been reported that Mrs. Mas- 
sie, because of the attitude of John C. 
Kelley, prosecutor who obtained the 
convictions, would resist reappearing 
in the assault case. 

Bell said. today, however, Mrs. Mas- 
sie would undergo the ordeal again. 
The first tridl of the casé resulted in 
a divided “jury. 

During the first trial, which began 
November 18 and lasted three weeks, 
Mrs. Massie’s name was witthheld by 
all Hawaiian newspapers except a 
Honolulu Japanese daily, which car- 
ried the story in full in both its Eng- 
lish and Japanese sections. 

Under Guard. 

The alleged assailants of Mrs. Mas- 
sie, who have been free wnder bond, 
spent part of the time in jail for safe- 
keeping and, since Friday's verdict, 
have rgmained out of sight in their 
homes ‘inder police protection. 

A conference will be held tomorrow 
between representatives of the attor- 
ney general’s office and the public 
prosecutor to fix a date for the begin- 
ning of the new trial. Deputy Attor- 
ney General Harold Kay said it might 
start within a fortnight. 

The conference also was expected to 
determine whether Kelley, who ob- 
tained Friday's convictions by his 
vigorous prosecution, would conduct 
the territory's case in the assault re- 
trial. Kelley declined today to say 
whether he would handle the retrial. 

Navy officials held that Kelley’s 
conduct in the murder cases should re- 
move him from the prosecution of the 
four Hawaiians. 

Kay said new evidence has been 
found since the jury failed to agree. 
He said the territory has an “infinite- 
ly stronger” case than during the for- 
mer trial.

is widely varied. It ranges from the

Defendants “Bear Up. 

Meanwhile, the defendants, though 
shocked, are “bearing up under it 
wonderfully well,” Bell said.

Bell and his sister, Mrs. Helen Rip- 
ley, represented the defendants at a 
conference of attorneys after the ver> 
dict Friday. A long meeting was held 
at Pearl Harbor, attended by Clarence 
Darrow, chief of defense counsel, and 
Charles S. Leisure, his associate, prin- 
cipally, it was said, to reassure the 
defendants. 

Moptgomery Winn, assistant de- 
fense counsel, said today there was 
little to do now except wait until sen- 
tence is pronounced Friday, after 
which a motion for a new trial will be 
filed. Winn said the motion for a new 
trial will not be argued Friday. but 
at a later date to be fixed by Judge 
Charles 8.

“DOES $3,000 DAMAGE 


No Lives Lost as Twister 
Sweeps Through Two 
Georgia Counties. 


AMERICUS, Ga., May 1.—(7)— 
Damage estimated at more 
$3,000 was done by a. tornado that 
devastated a wide stretch of terri- 
tory in Sumter and Marion counties 
near Americus late Saturday. Infor- 
mation regarding the storm reached 
Americus early today and numbers of 
_residents here visited the scene, find- 
jing houses in ruins, wires down and 
fences swept away. 

ere was no loss of human life. 
A mule and cow on the Bahnsen farm 
were killed. At the former Calvin 
Mayes place a house occupied by Em- 
mett Hart. driver of the Concord 
school truck, was demolished. Every- 
thing in the house was blown away, 
including the furnishings and only a 
few hens on the yard at the home 
were left unhurt. 

Members of the Hart family were 
in Americus at the time of the storm 
and returned to find their home in 
ruins. 

The storm struck the Hart home 
from the southwest about 3 o'clock 
and swept rapidly in a northeasterly 
direction to the farm of Dr. Peter H. 
Bahnsen, former state veterinarian, 
where the greatest damage reported 
was done. John Bahnsen, son of Dr. 

hnsen, and three negroes were 
seated in a house on the Bahnsen 
farm when the twister appeared and 
all miraculously escaped unhurt. The 
main house on this place, together 
with three tenant houses were de- 
stroyed and a valuable mule and cow 
killed, the damage there being esti- 
mated at approximately $2,000. 

Between the Hart and Bahnsen 
farms a trail of devastation was left 
with fences blown down, much valu- 
able timber leveled and outhouses 
damaged. The section swept by the 
tornado lies 15 miles northwest of 
Americus and is sparsely settled, with 
large areas devoted to cattle raising. 
Later reports may increase the ex- 
tent of damage sustained.

SAYS ART EDUCATOR 


ATHENS. May 1.—Educators to- 
day believe that “we should teach our 
children how to live, as well as how 
to make a living,” Theodore M. Dilla- 
way, director of the division of art 
education, Philadelphia public schools, 
told the Southeastern Art Associn- 
tion at its closing session here Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

“We have come to accept John 
Ruskin’s belief that the entire object 
of true education is to make people 
not merely do the right thing, but to 
enjoy the right thing: not merely in- 
dustrious, but to love industry; not 
merely learned, but to love learning; 
not merely pure, but to love purity: 
not merely just. but to hunger and 
thirst after justice. We -believe that 
we are developing finer characters 
in our children through their gaining 
appreciation of beauty in nature, in 
the fine arts, and in the arts of daily 
life. These are what Ruskin meant 
when he said ‘the things that are 
right’.” 

Mr. Dillaway said that “art teach- 
ing in our. schools today is opening 
the eyes of our boys and girls to see 
and to know beauty in form and color 
in naturé, We believe such appre- 
ciation inculeates spiritual growth. 
We are teaching children to enjoy 
works of art and to understand how 
to interpret them. The appreciatio. 
of the great masterpieces contributes 
much to the building of character. 

Mr. Dillaway’s subject was, “The 
Integration of Art in the School Cur- 
riculum.” “Art education,” he said, 
“should aim to express and interpret 
life situations and present-day life 
needs. The plan of unifying all 
learning experiences provides for the 
development of the necessary skill of 
learning, for the proper adjustment 
to environment and for the drawing 
out of creative capacities.

Some weeks ago it was definitely 
intimated by the British foreign of- 
fice that the Sino-Japanese trouble 
in Manchuria “might well turn out 
to be the prelude to a military’ un- 
dertaking on a much vaster scale,” 
the reference undoubtedly being to 
a possible conflict between Russia | 


and Japan. 
Shortly afterwards General Miller, 


commander-in-chief of the White 
Guard headquarters in Paris, con- 
fidently boasted that the time had 
“finally arrived when an attempt 
would be made to wrest holy Russia 
from the grasp of the bandits in 


the Kremlin.” Now reports from 


Warsaw tell of officers openly dis- 


cussing “the coming campaign,” 
with many physical evidences that 
something unusual is in the air. 


The possibility that Japan has 
concluded a secret understanding 
with the western border states of 
the soviet union is not only sus- 
pected in Moscow, but has. been 


openly discussed in Istvestia, the 
official organ of the soviet govern- 
ment. 

Military commentators in Europe 
point out that the simultaneous 
launching by Japan of an attack on 
Siberia and by the combined forces 
of Poland and the White Guards on 
the Ukraine would place Russia, in 
view of her present economic con- 
dition, in a critical condition. 

Japan’s cynical attitude at the Ge- 


neva conference, the feverish activ- 


ity of French armament factories, 
chief purveyors of the armies of the 
eastern European countries of Ru- 
mania, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, 
and the announced intention of the 
soviet to “turn the 12,000,000 
members of the trade union into a 
real auxiliary military fighting force 
as a reserve for the red army,” are 
‘contributing factors to the growing 
belief that the soviet government 
may soon have to face its most 


serious attack.

Relations between North and

DOLLAR REMAINS SOUND. 

The soundness of our currency 
under the present reserves of gold 
is testified to by W. O. Woods, 
treasurer of the United States, be- 
fore the Western Regional Savings 
conference of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association. 


Full and convincing assurance is 
given by this government official 
that “there is not the slightest dan- 
ger that our paper currency will 
not be honored at par, unless per- 
chance the system should be upset 
by legislators who would ignore all 
experiénce and cause a deluge of 
greenbacks to issue without an ade- 
quate gold reserve to honor it on 
demand.” 


In this warning, Treasurer Woods 
evidently had particular reference 
to the proposal of some advocates 
of the soldier bonus that it be paid 
by special issues of paper money, 
without accompanying increase in 
the gold reserves of the treasury. 


Summarizing the monetary situa- 
tion as resulting not from a lack 
of money but from the lack of 
proper circulation of that which 
exists, Mr. Woods says: 

The treasury has been receiving a 
great many proposals for relieving the 
depression. Most of them are based on 
the assumption that there is not 
enough paper currency in existence. It 
is urged that the government should 
put the printing presses to work and 
grind out greenbacks sufficient in 
quantity to meet all needs.» It is truly 
astonishing that so many of our citi- 
zens consider that an increase in our 
paper currency regardless of quantity 
and regardless of gold being in pos- 
seésion to honor such paper on de- 
mand would cure our ills. 

It is perfectly apparent that it is 
not because.of insufficient money in 
the country; it is because what al- 
ready exists is not available for the 
legitimate needs of business. The de- 
pression is certainly not caused by a 
lack of currency or lack of gold, be- 
cause there was moré monetary gold 
and more paper currency a year after 
the depression started than there was 
any time during the period when stock 
prices were soaring. 

Currency inflation, whether for 
the soldier bonus or for any other 
purpose, would undermine the value 
of all of our paper money and would 
have the immediate effect of a drop 
in prices of govérnment sécurities 
of every nature. 

The fact that the government's 
crédit has been unimpaired, although 
it is now faced with a staggering 
deficit, is a priceless asset during 
the present time of world unrest. 
The deficit has been caused by 
the following of wild and imprac- 
tical schemes, and it is a certainty 
that congress, having awakened 
from its frenzied spending spree, 
will not undo everything that has 
been accomplished toward renewed 
Stability by aiming a knockout blow 


at the dollar.

the Museum of Florence, requesting 
the poet, in the event he ever should 
have to part with another tooth. to 
let the museum have an option. Then 
D’Annunzio became so angry that 
with one majestic, heroic and never- 
to-be-forgotten heave, he pulled the 
tooth and damned the dentists. Now 
he’s writing a poem. about it.

WILLIAM 4H. ECKEL, second 
lieutenant, 117th infantry, 30th divi- 
sion, American Expeditionary force, 
awatded the distinguished service cruss 
for extraordinary heroism in action 
with the enem near Ponchaux, 
France, October - 1918.

Anderson Plan Provides 


BY JUNIUS B. WOOD.

CHICAGO, May 1.—Under the An- 
derson plan, which developed from 
the Wickersham commission’s study 
of the prohibition laws, intoxicating 
liquor in the United States would be 
controlled at two stages. One would 
be the producer and dealer and the 
other would be the individual con- 
sumer. The first control would reg- 
ulate its traffic and the latter its 
use, 

Each state would decide whether 
to adopt the plan or to continue pro- 
hibition. The gee is predicated on 
the adoption of the amendment pro- 
posed by the commission for the pres- 
ent 18th amendment. In that case, 
congress could substitute the Ander- 
son plan” for the present national 
prohibiffon act (Volstead law) spe- 
cifying the methed of enforcement. 

In principle the Anderson plan fol- 
lows the interstate commerce com- 
mission and federal reserve banks act 
as a system of federal regulation. It 
has many details, all or any of which 
might be changed later as occasion re- 
quired, but its main theory is quite 
simple, The liquor business would 
be handled: by private corporations, 
regulated by national and state com- 
missions, while its use by each in- 
dividual would be largely regulated 
by local authorities. : 

National Commission. 

Congress would create a national 
commission on liquor control, its mém- 
bers bipartisan, to regulate the traf- 
fic and a national corporation to 
carry on the business. é setup in 
those states which repeal théir pres- 
ent prohibition laws would be simi- 
lar with state commissions and state 
corporations. Under such laws as 
congress might pass, the national com- 
mission would regulate and control 
the manufacture, sale, transportation, 
import and export of industrial alco- 
hol and all liquors of more than one- 
half of one per cent of alcoholic con- 
tént for beverage, medicinal or sacra- 
mental purposes. 

The corporations, one for the na- 
tion and one in each state, which 
latter would be obliged to purchase 
all their supplies from the national 
corporation, would have a monopoly 
on the liquor business. 

They would, be ‘stock companies, 
the shares sold to the public, and, as 
no liquor business is legally in exist- 
ence today, as are railroads and banks 
the corporations would be organized 
under the regulations of the national 
and state commissions. 

Small | Profits. 

Dividends and salaries would be 
limited to a small amount to prevent 
any incentive to increase the business, 
All profits in exeess would go to the 
federal and state treasuries. A divi- 
dend rate bewteen 5 and 7 per cent, 
with 2 per cent for reserve and amor- 
tization has been suggested. 

Any state which did not adopt the 
system could enforce its own prohibi- 
tion laws and the national corpora- 
tion would not sell any intoxicants 
for consumption in that state. 

This plan takes the eg out of 
the liquor traffic, the illegal reward 
which now encourages it to thrive and 
grow. Profits under the plan would 


Double Control of Liquor 


be too small to encourage expansion 
of the legalized traffic. It combats 
the bootlegger by providing cheaper 
and better intoxicants than he can, 
at the same time, it meets the un- 
avoidable and existing demand— 

000,000,000 gallons a year by the 
last official records, 

The present laws seek to abolish 
the demand for intoxicants by pro- 
hibiting the source of supply, while 
the Anderson plan proposes to meet 
the demand, albeit as grudgingly as 
possible. Prices fixed by the com- 
mission would, on one hand, be low 
enough to make the illegal traffic un- 
profitable and, on the other hand, 
high enough to limit the use by the 
individual consumer. . The commis- 
sion would specify the alcoholic con- 
tent in the different kinds of intoxi- 
cants and, as far as possible, fix 
prices in. proportion to the alcoholic 


content, 
Permit Books. 

The use of intoxicants would be 
regulated 4, 4 a requirement that each 
purchaser have a permit book, or 
license. The book would be issued 
by the state agency nearest the hold- 
er’s residence and would be valid only 
for the holdler’s personal needs. A 
résident’ of a “dry” state could get a 
temporary book when outside of its 
boundaries. The holder of a book 
would sign an agreement to account 
for all purchases whenéeter requested. 

Each purchase, except for wine and 
beer below an alcoholic contént fixed 
by the national commission, would be 
entered in the book. The book itself 
would show the quantity of intoxi- 
cants of high alcoholic @ontent which 
the holder is entitled to purchase each 
month. Once having a book, purchases 
could be made at any place that a 
corporation has an agency. Upon 
conviction of drunkenness, lending a 
book, reselling or other causes spe- 
cified by law, a book would be can- 
celed either permanently or. for a 
time. 

The plan contemplates that all 
sales should be made in original pack- 
ages which must not be opened with- 
in a certain distance from the agency 
where sold. The purpose is to dis- 
courage public drinking. The saloon 
would be impossible, both because the 
owner could not purchase a supply 
and because his prospective customers 
could purchase their drinks at the 
same price as he did. 
a restaurant, club, hotel or summer 
garden, where drinks are incidental to 
other attractions is not as clear. Pos- 
sibly patrons would be encouraged to 
tote hip flasks, or with light wines 
and beer not registered in a citizen’s 
book, their sale might be permitted. 

The commissions would work out 
these and other details under the na- 
tional law and the different laws of 
each state. ‘The national commis- 
sion would have wide discretion to 
make regulations effective or to al- 
ter them as experience showed their 
weaknesses and defects. The plan is 
not proposed as perfection, as were 
the present prohibition laws, but as 
a step in the right direction toward 
meeting actual conditions.

‘Political Promotions’ Barred 
During Chief Sturdivant’s Reign 


There will be no “political promo- 
tions” in the police department dur- 
ing the régime of Chief T. O. Sturdi- 
vant, the new chief made known 
Sunday as he settled down to the 
new duties he assumed Saturday, im- 
mediately after his election by the 
police committee of city council. 

“Politics has no business in the 
police department and will not be tol- 
erated,” Chief Sturdivant said. 
“Every officer will be judged solely 
upon his record and promotions will 
come only if that record is satisfac- 
tory and warrants promotion.” 

The new chief also said that “by- 
gones are by-gones,’ and that every 
member of the department will be 
judged by what he does from now on, 
not from the political contacts he has 
had in the past. 

“T do net care what faction @ man 
has been affiliated with in the past,” 
Sturdivant said. “If he'does his duty 


from now on he will be my friend 
and I shall see that he gets all credit 
due him. Likewise those not doing 
their duty will be dealt with. Policing 
is net a loafer’s job and there will 
be no idlers on the department.” 

Chief Sturdivant said he planned 
no immediate changes in the depart- 
ment but that he was calling upon 
every man to do the job assigned him. 

“T have been intimately associated 
with most of the members of the de- 
partment for a long time and I thin 
I know pretty, well where they will 
be able to do the most good,’ the 
chief said. “In time I hope to place 
every man in the job I believe him 
best fitted for, but at present we are 
just going to carry on, but this car- 
rying on will be with vigor.” 

The chief réceived many messages 
of congratulation on his appointment 
and a number of testimonials from 


his friends.

On the other hand there have been 
some timorous extremists who. feared 
that man’s accomplishment of -split- 
ting an atom would mean the hurling 
of the world to destruction. 

“It is difficult to say to what this 
discovery may lead,” Dr. Rutherford 
explained today. 

“Up to the present the experiments 
have not yieldéd unuything which will 
be of immediate commercial value. I 
have seen it stated that this discov- 
ery means we shall be able to pro- 
duce an immense accumulation of 
added electrical energy for commer- 
cial purposes. 

“But we can not claim that, for 

our experiments up to the present for 
the simple reason that for every par- 
ticle of energy we get it requires mil- 
lions of particles to make it effec- 
tive. 
“The experiments, however, are of 
reat scientific interest and are like- 
y to be powerful agents in extending 
our knowledge of the atom.” 

Lord Rutherford did not refer to 
the fears expressed in the past about 
dissolution of the world, presumably 
feeling that they were answered by 
the fact that the world is still intact.

From London, Berlin, Paris, Mad- 
rid and South American capitals 
cabled stories of the day’s celebration 
were repetitions of the peaceful New 
York show.

President Hoover remained. at 
his camp on the Rapidan, and there 
were no demonstrations in front of 
the Whité Housé, as in some years. 
It had been reported that 800 com- 
munists were marching towards the 
capital, but police vigilance relaxed 
late in the afternoon when they had 
failed to make their appearance,

Culbertson on Contract 


The Hands Bid Around the World 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


The world’s most gigantic Bridge 
game has recently been. completed, 
more than 30,000 players in 33 cout- 
tries participating in the World 
Bridge Olympic, held under the di- 
rection of the National Bridge Asso- 
ciation, a corporation not for profit, 
organized for the promotion of Bridge. 
Sixteen hands,. prepared in advance 
by Mrs. Culbertson, Messrs. Walde- 
mar yon Zedtwitz, Theodore A. Light- 
ner and myself, were played simul- 
taneously throughout the world 

In view of the widespread interest 
in these hands, I have decided to ana- 
lyze the questions of bidding and play 
which arose in their play in this 
series of articles. 

Hand No. 1 presented in the bid- 
ding a choice as to the correct final 
declaration, the choice being between 
playing the hand at a game declara- 
tion in spades or at a game declara- 
tion in no-trump. A _ study of the 
cards, of course, reveals that game 
cannot be made against the best de- 
fense at no-trump, and it requires del- 
icate handling and the utilization of 
the entire trick-taking power of the 
North and South hands to fulfill the 
contract of four. spades. 

The principles of play exemplified. 
are: First, the cutting of the line of 
communication between West, who 
has the Opening lead, and his part- 
ner in the East: second, the auto- 
matic elimination of one suit—dia- 
monds—from both the Dummy and 
closed hands; third, the lead of an 
unnecessarily high card in a side 
suit, in order, later, to create an ad- 
ditional entry in the Dummy hand;

NEW YORK, May 1.—)—-An 
internal erusade against the present 
stagnation of business, in which the 
central banks of all important na- 
tions may join forces with the federal 
reserve system of this country, is pic- 
tured by the National City Bank of 
New York as a future possibility. 

In its monthly economic review, 
the National City bank strongly es- 
pouses the American campaign to end 
business lethargy under leadership of 
the federal reserve. It solidly sup- 
ports the present credit expansion 
policy: of the system which is design- 
ed to pile a cash resources of banks 
to such a height that they will be 
warmed to a policy of lending money 
more freely to deserving borrowers, 
and will be less inclined to bear down 
so hard on debtors who are now hav- 
ing difficulty meeting their loans. 

The present reserve bank policy— 
reflected in the purchase of $306,- 
000,000 of government bonds~in the 
last three weeks raising the total of 
reserve bank holdings of such ‘bonds 
to $1,291.000,000 against $740,000,- 
000 only last February 24—will put 
new funds to work in frozen credit 
channels, the review says. The pol- 
icy would have been adopted some 
time ago, it adds, if there had not 
been signs that Europe did not un- 
derstand their full significance. 

“Financial circles in Europe nov 
generally approve of the measures, 
. . . holding them soundly conceived 
and helpful to the world situation,” 
says the bank. 

“The inauguration of this policy 
(the federal reserve credit policy) on 
the scale now contemplated may ‘e-

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NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
SUFFERS SHARP LOSS 


NEW ORLEANS, May 1.—(4)— 
The cotton market dropped to new 
low levels for the season on all ac- 
tive positions during the past week 
and trading was decidedly more ac- 
tive than it has been. While prices 
were fairly steady in early week, they 
easel off sharply in the second half 
of the period, reaching the lowest 
levels since late in the decade of 
1890. 

The. market was sustained early in 
the week by the prompt stoppage of 
rather large May notices which 
reached 40,150 bales in the New Or-~ 
leans market and about 39,000 bales 
in New York. It was reported that 
the Japanese absorbed considerable 


'of the tenders. 


During the second f of the pe- 
riod prices eased off pidly under 
pressure of heavy liquidation § and 
prices for the more active positions 
lost nearly $3 a bale, making new 
low levels for the season successive- 
ly on Friday and Saturday. The net 
loss for the week reached 56 points 
for July and 57 points for October. 

The sharp decline of the second 
half. of the week was due partly to 
weakness in the stock market and 
the decline in wheat, but was also to 
be attributed to more _ favorable 
weather in the cotton belt. 

The demand for spot cotton dur- 


ing the week has fallen off in most; 


southern markets partly due to the 
fact that April commitments .haye 
been filled, but’: mainly due to the de- 
clining tendency of contracts, which 
has made buyers cautious. 

Exports are now practically 1,500,- 
000 bales ahead of last season for the 
corresponding period, and are still 
running ahead of last year.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—(4)— 
Tariff increases, quotas, exchange re- 
strictions and “buy-at-home” cam- 
paigns by foreign nations were blamed 
by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States for hampering 
United States exporters in 1931. : 

While citing these factors operating 
against the exporters “in their in- 
creased efforts to maintain existing 
foreign markets and develop new 
ones,” the chamber in a statement at- 
tributed a larger part of the decline 
in value of American export trade to 
falling prices. Attention was called 
to domestic business at a low ebb in 
virtually every important country, 
causing reduced purchasing power, and 
to depreciated currencies toward the 
end of the year which “created further 
obstacles to our export trade to cer- 
tain markets.” 

The chamber reported that despite 
a further decline for the year, 27 of 
the 181 leading commodities exported 
by the United States showed a gain 
in quantity over 1930 exports and the 
five-year average for 19 0. Eleven 
were larger than the preceding year, 
but below the five-year average. The 
firat class included crude petroleum, 
fresh apples and some other fruits, 
dried and canned, several secondary 
mineral and agricultural products, 
radio receiving sets and tubes, and 
miscellaneous articles. 

The 11 commodities included un- 
manufactured cotton, oil cake and oil 
cake meal, raw hides and skins. except 
furs and other raw and manufactured 
products.

JOB INSURANCE 
URGED BY WAGNER 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—(UP)— 
Establishment of compulsory unem- 
ployment insurance by state legisla- 
tion, with encouragement from the 
federal government, is urged by Sena- 
tor Robert F. Wagner. democrat, 
New York, in a report to the senate 
made public tonight. 

Denying that unemployment insur- 
ance is a “dole,” the New York sena- 
tor argued it would be an incentive 
to employers to stabilize their indus- 
tries, that it would maintain pur- 
chasing power in times of depression, 
and that it would cost no more than 
expenditures for relief. 

Wagner's report presented his “in- 
dividual views’ as a member of the 
select senate committee which investi- 


gated unemployment relief measures | 


under authority of a senate resolu- 
tion passed February 28, 1931. 

His program is two-feld: 

1, State legislation compelling pri- 
vate industry to provide unemploy- 
ment insurance or “wage res:rves.” 

2. Federal government encourage- 
ment by co-operation with the states 
through a nation-wide employment 
service and by permitting employers 
to deduct from income tax a portion 
of their payments into unemployment 
reserves. 

“Compulsory insurance,” Wagner 
said, “does not mean that the states 
must operate the insurance system, 
or that the state must contribute to 
the insurance fund or reserve. 

“All that a system of compulsory 
insurance necessarily involves is that 
the employer is under statutory ob- 
ligation to provide insurance of re- 
serves to protect his employes against 
a stated period of unemployment.”
